This has all been 
made possible by the Macleod Jubilee, 
to be held in Macleod on July 1st, 2nd 
and 38rd of this year, which commem- 
orates the coming of the North West 


Mounted Police to the West, 50 years 
ago. 

Every old timer in the country is 
going to be there; it will be the big- 
gest pageant and stampede ever wit 
nessed in the West.

The procession each day will be 
the longest seen in the West, and it 
will depict in every detail the West, 
from our arrival in 1874 until today

OBITUARY 


DEATH OF JULES JOSEPH 
GIRARDIN 


The sudden death of Jules Joseph 
Girardin on Sunday evening last left 
unother gap in the ranks of old timers 


} of the West. 


The late Mr. Girardin was one of 
the first pioneers of the North-West 
He was born in France in 
1848, the year previous to the mem- 
vrable Paris siege, in which siege he 


Neen ee eee eet eee scenery 
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for a rat as a meal for his fami'y. 
When fifteen years of age deceased 
joined the army of France and served 
with distinction in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war of 1870. He came to Canada 
in 1872, and the following year, while 
in Toronto, was one of the first to 
enlist with the North-West M.unted 
Police, which force was then being 
organized to maintain British law 
and order in the North-West. He was 
orderly to the late Lieut.-Col. French 
while stationed at Swan River bar- 
racks. After serving for several 
years with the Mounted Police he 
ranched for a while in Manitoba, then 
came to Macleod in 1883, where he 
acted as chief chef for “Kamoose™ 
Taylor, proprietor of the Macleod 
House, and later filled the same pcsi- 
tion with T. H. Stedman of the 
Queen’s Hotel. In 1910 the late Mr. 
Girardin purchased commodious prem- 
ises on 24th Street, which premises he 
successfully operated as restaurant 
and rooming house until the time of 
his death. 


Deceased was highly educated and 


not be surpassed. He was always a 
great booster for the West, and many 
an old timer will be disappointed at 
the Macleod Jubilee this year 
tley fail to shake hands with an old- 
time comrade of the early days of the 
Police.

Boston Brown Bread 
Every Saturday night my mother 
used to make Boston brown bread 
for Sunday morning's breakfast. How 
is it made Stir together a cupful 


and half a cup of wheat flour with 
half a teaspoonful of salt. Beat a 
heaping teaspoonful of baking soda 
into a cup of molasses until it foams. 
Add to the molasses a cup of sour 
milk and one of sweet, mix into the 
meals, and pour into a well greased 
tin pail, if you have not a regular 
brown bread steamer. Set the pail 
into a kettle of boiling water and 
steam it three or four hours, keeping | 
it tightly covered. | 


Boston Baked Beans 

The natural accompaniment of 
Boston brown bread is Boston baked 
beans. To have them just right, pick 
over and wash three cupfuls of small 
white beans; cover them with cold 
water and soak them over night. In 
the morning put them on the stove, 
just to scald, not boil; in the same 
water, Pour off the water and put 
the beans in an earthen pot with a 
cover, If you have not a regular 
bean pot, you can make one by cork- 
ing up the hole in a big flower-pot 
and using the saucer, inverted, as a 
cover, If it does not fit tight enough, 
stretch a circle of heavy cloth over 
the top before putting the saucer on. 
Before covering the beans, add seven 
tcaspoonfuls of sugar, one of silt.
